Initiated from the Pavement Management System, one element of this project will provide a full depth pavement reconstruction, and address guiderails and 

drainage issues. The project scope will include; roadside work to restore the berm areas back to umbrella sections, earthwork to re-establish eroding slopes 

behind the guiderails, upgrading of guiderails, repairing damaged drainage and outfall structures, and upgrading traffic signals.





Initiated from the Bridge Management System, another element of this project will replace the bridge deck and superstructure of the Bridge over Gravelly 

Brook on Route 34. The project scope will also include minor repairs to the substructure of the Bridge to correct deficiencies.
